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retain their seats with Angela 
Pinzone attempting to unseat one 
of them. With fourteen to be 
nominated at large, there will not 
be a primary contest in this race. 

NO PRIMARY CONTEST 

In the Council at-large race, six 
may be nominated in the primary 
for the three at-large seats. 
However, at the present time it 
appears as though there will not 
be a primary contest and all four 
presently signified candidates 
will be contestants in the 
November 6, general election. 
Precincts three and six are the 
only ones that will have a 
primary contest. 

One hundred voter signatures 
are required for candidates 
seeking at-large seats and fifty 
signatures for precinct seats. 
Nomination papers are still 
available at the Town Clerk’s 
office. 

TOWN COMMITTEE SLATE 

Rumors circulating throughout 
town that the Democratic Town 
Committee is planning a slate of 
candidates in each precinct 
appear to be unfounded. When

the last town election.

Edward 
Coffey, former member of the 
Finance Committee, and Joseph 
A. Della-Giustina, Jr. are at¬ 
tempting to unseat the in¬ 
cumbents. Della-Giustina is the 
son of the former selectman. 

Five candidates have 
precipitated a primary contest in 
precinct six. Councilman Paul 
Fieldstad and Councilwoman 
Cecelia Harrington are being 
opposed by Lucien N. Breault, 
Thomas L. Pemberton, and 
Charles Avezzie.

EDITORIAL 

Completion Of Route 57 
Only Sensible Solution 

Plans for the construction of Route 57 started in the 
1950’s and its completion is nowhere in sight in spite of 
nine fatalities attributed to the conditions that exist. 

Recent Town Council action initiated by Council¬ 
man Kenneth Barnes (Pet. 3) is responsible for the im¬ 
plementation of some safety measures taken by the 
State DPW. These measures can only be looked upon 
as temporary in nature and will not solve the serious 
problem created by the existing overflow of traffic 
channeled through Mill and Springfield Streets, most 
of which passes through Feeding Hills Center. 

When first proposed, Route 57 was to be a limited 
access highway from Springfield to Southwick there¬ 
by removing some of the heavy traffic flow from 
Springfield Street. 

Instead of solving the problem, the completion of 
the first two sections of the route compounded an al¬ 
ready serious situation and further jeopardized the 
safety of the motorists and residents of the area. 

As a result of a motion by Councilman Barnes, the 
Town Council has taken a step in the right direction by 
forming a study committee to r solve the existing 
problem. We agree with Councilman Barnes that the 
proper solution is to complete the route as previously 
planned, which would remove through traffic from 
Mill and Springfield Streets and also alleviate the traf¬ 
fic congestion at Feeding Hills Center. 

The route as planned would run south of and nearly 
parallel to Springfield and Southwick Streets. 

Pressure must be brought to bear upon state offi¬ 
cials to accomplish this end. The council and study 
committee deserve the support of all who are inter¬ 
ested in the safety of the people who use this highway 
and of the citizens who live in the area.

Mr. Charles Shore, Businessman of the Month for August, owns the 
Agawam Pharmacy on Main Street.

Chechile 

Earns

The picture shows a tobacco hurdle on the Swartz farm, River Road, 
in 1906. 

In the early 1900’s even farms as small as ten acres raised a few 
acres of open field tobacco. At harvest time children on the farm 
helped by lifting the individual stalks from the row of cut stalks on the 
ground to the man who speared the stalks onto the lath, five or six to a 
lath. An older teen-ager might put them onto the hurdle. 

The tobacco wagon was drawn alongside and the laths transferred to 
the rack on the wagon. In the tobacco shed the laths were handed up to 
the man up on the beams who spaced them on the racks for drying. 

No artificial curing process was then in use. The tobacco dried from 
the currents of air going through the barn. Along in November when 
there was a fairly warm foggy day or “tobacco damp” which made the 
leaves limp and less apt to crumble, the leaves were stripped from the 
stalks and packed. 

After the crop was sold the family waited eagerly for the tobacco 
check. In a good year the arrival of this money was cause for rejoicing 
but if hail or other misadventure had damaged the crop there was 
many a sigh of disappointment. The family would have to do without 
some of those things they had dreamed of buying.

SPECIAL 

PROGRAMS 

Within every school system a 
small percentage of children, 
because of physical, emotional, 
social, or academic disabilities 
are not able to reach their 
maximum potential within a 
regular classroom. The Agawam 
School System provides for in¬ 
dividualized programs designed 
to give these children the op¬ 
portunity to become successful 
school citizens. 

Resource rooms for those with 
disabilities or an itinerant 
teacher are available in all of the 
Agawam Schools. Children at¬ 
tend regular classes for all 
subjects they can handle suc¬ 
cessfully. The resource room, 
staffed by a teacher trained for 
learning disability, provides the 
individualized learning ex¬ 
periences using appropriate 
methods and materials. The goal 
is to help each child cope with his 
disability, to improve his self- 
confidence, and to return to the 
regular classroom as soon as 
possible. 

Readiness I — This year a new 
class will be started for those 
children who are experiencing 
severe learning difficulty and are 
in more need of a structured 
classroom program. The 
program is designed to help each 
child develop independence by 
providing the opportunity to 
experience success in learning 
activities. Some of the areas of 
development stressed are health, 
motor skills, language 
development, socialization, 
homemaking, and pre-vocational 
skills. 

STUDENT 

INSURANCE 

Student insurance policy may 
be purchased by parents or 
students in September. The 
policy covers the student while he 
is attending school, while he is 
traveling to or from his residence 
to school or while participating in 
or attending school sponsored 
activities. 

The insurance is non¬ 
duplicating which means that if 
the student or his family has any 
other insurance coverage for an 
injury, that insurance must be 
paid first. In other words, if the 
family has Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield insurance, Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield payments would have 
to be made to hospital or doctor 
before the student insurance 
carrier would be responsible. If 
the family’s insurance does not 
fully cover the cost, the student 
policy would cover excess costs. 
If the family has no other in¬ 
surance, than the student policy 
would cover the cost. 

At the beginning of school the 
insurance company will send 
home to each parent a full 
description of exactly what the 
policy covers and what it costs. 
It’s important that parents read 
this information carefully so that 
there not be any confusion as to 
the coverage or its limits. If there 
are any questions in regard to the 
insurance either the principal of 
the school the child is attending 
or the Director of Business 
Services should be called. They 
will be glad to provide any ad¬ 
ditional information needed. 
ATHLETIC INSURANCE 

The school purchases athletic 
insurance to provide benefits for 
injuries occuring during in¬ 
terscholastic athletic programs. 
This insurance will not duplicate 
existing family, medical in¬ 
surance as with student in¬ 
surance. Any other existing 
policy must be used first. 


Bus Schedule 


Parents are advised to check bus schedules as In most cases the prior year’s 
routes and times are different. In addition to adding busses to take care of 
student growth, a noon-time run has been scheduled to transport kindergarten 
children who will be attending school for a half day only. The school committee 
has authorized the use of monitors on busses for kindergarten children at noon¬ 
time runs. These children will be escorted on to and off of the bus by an adult who 
will be responsible for directing traffic and insuring safety. 

School bus regulations are the same as In effect for the prior year and are 
printed below. Each school bus route starts about 1/2 hour before the school 
opens. 

BUS REGULATIONS FOR PUPILS 

1. The driver has been instructed not to wait for you. Be on time. 

2. Wait for the bus on the side of the road. 

3. Do not fool or play while waiting for the bus. 

4. Line up in an orderly manner before entering the bus. 

5. Wait for the bus to stop before boarding or leaving. 

6. Do not push while getting on or off the bus. 

7. Remain seated while the bus is in motion. 

8. Do not talk to the bus driver while the bus is in motion. 

9. Pupils getting on bus first in the morning should sit in the back seats. Those 
getting off last at night should sit in the rear of the bus. Driver may assign seats. 

10. If you must cross a highway to board the bus or to get back to your bus stop, 
wait until the bus driver signals that all is clear and that you may proceed to 
cross the highway. Always cross in front of the bus. 

11. Bus students are to get off only at their designated bus stops except when 
permission is granted only by a written request of parents. 

12. Enter, ride and leave bus in an orderly manner. Keep heads, arms and 
hands inside the bus. 

13. Use of vulgar language and loud or indecent talk is prohibited. 

14. Smoking by driver or pupils in bus is prohibited. 

15. Eating on the bus is prohibited. 

16. Assist in keeping bus clean, safe, orderly, and refrain from damaging bus 
equipment. 

17. Leave and enter bus only at front entrance door except in case of 
emergency. Emergency Exit Drills will be conducted during the school year to 
acquaint children with the methods of exit in emergencies. 

18. Disciplinary cases are not to be handled by the bus driver or by other 
transportation personnel, but reported to the building Principal and/or the 
District Principal. 

19. Students taking part in extra-curricular activities that require bus trans¬ 
portation must ride the bus to and from the activities. 

20. The bus schedule must be adhered to in order to insure prompt and orderly 
transportation. 

21. Packages other than school materials will not be transported at any time. 

22. Children will be permitted to ride only the bus to which they are assigned. 
Any violations of the above mentioned rules will be cause for temporary 

suspension. 

DISCIPLINARY PROCEDURES 

In cases of repeated, pupil misconduct, which do not yield to driver attempts 
at correction, the bus driver shall submit a written report to the Building 
Principal and the Supervisor or Coordinator of Transportation. This written 
report shall be known as "Bus Misconduct Report.” The matter shall be in¬ 
vestigated promptly. Bus driver, supervisor or Coordinator of Transportation 
and the District Principal shall be advised of the action taken to resolve the pupil 
misconduct problem. 

Some examples of behavior calling for disciplinary action are: 

a. (1) Destruction of bus equipment, (2) smoking on bus, (3) fighting, (4) 
using obscene language, (5) throwing objects from the bus, (6) screaming, 
shouting, stamping feet, (7) pounding bus walls or ceiling, (8) unauthorized 
opening of windows, (9) refusing to take seat or sit down, (10) refusing to obey 
driver, (11) putting head or hands out of window, (12) hitting pupils with books or 
other objects, (13) using water pistol, (14) unruly and pushing and shoving, (15) 
holding bus door, (16) obstructing movement of bus, (17) unauthorized handling 
of doors, windows, or emergency equipment. • 

b. Pupils must be returned to their original bus stops when they are dismissed 
from their school at the end of each day. When a pupil’s misconduct is so ob¬ 
noxious, summary action should be taken by the driver. Such summary action 
shall consist of: 

1. Inform pupil that he will be denied all bus transportation until his parents 
have settled the matter with the school principal. 

2. Immediately upon returning to bus depot, the driver shall fill out and turn in 
a "Bus Misconduct Report” form, in duplicate, to Supervisor or Coordinator of 
Transportation setting forth in detail the reason summary action was required. 

3. Supervisor of Transportation will notify building principal of the contents of 
"Bus Misconduct Report" form as soon as possible, but in no event later than 
opening of school the next school day. 

4. After the principal has resolved the problem, the parents, Supervisor of 
Transportation and the driver shall be notified of same. 

c. After a pupil has been suspended a third time, serious consideration should 
be given to revoking bus riding privileges for the balance of the school year.

TEACHER WORKSHOPS 


The impact of the addition of 
the New Junior High School to the 
school system will become ap¬ 
parent in many ways over the 
next several months, especially 
to relieve overcrowding at the 
Senior High School. Some 
changes underway at the High 
School are: 

1. A TV studio which will have 
the capacity to televise over a 
local channel via CATV lines to 
all schools and all townspeople. 
The school committee is making 
the space available and Spec¬ 
trum TV is providing the studio 
with approximately $10,000 worth 
of equipment. This facility should 
be in operation some time this 
fall or winter. 

2. The Guidance Department 
has been allocated more space 
increasing the potential for 
conferences between counselors, 
students, parents, etc. 

3. Programs which have been 
delayed for several years due to 
growth of the student body and 
lack of adequate space are now 
possible. For example, space now 
allows expansion of the art 
curriculum, giving more students 
a chance to take part in a 
broadened program. Other 
departments are being studied 
for expansion and the computer

sciences courses will be ex¬ 
panded. 

The space problem at the 
Middle School has been partially 
relieved by moving the 
Superintendent’s and Business 
Office to the new school. 
However, the school remains 
crowded and other means of 
relief must be found. The new 
Junior High School, with its 
exceptional shop, home 
economics, and science area, will 
greatly increase the opportunity 
for all children to participate in 
an expanded curriculum. The 
program for the Middle School 
will consist of a partial secondary 
program for the 6th grade and 
will use the home economics, 
shop, guidance, physical 
education, and other facilities not 
normally available in an 
elementary school. 

Additional storage space also is 
making it possible to purchase 
foods and commodities in larger 
quantities. Agawam school lunch 
prices remain among the lowest 
in the area. 

In summary, while the opening 
of the Junior High immediately 
affects the 8th and 9th grades 
most obviously, the entire system 
benefits from this new facility.

Ferrero to the position of 
assistant principal and Francis 
Meagher as guidance counselor 
of the new Agawam Junior High 
School. 

Mr. Ferrero received a 
Bachelor of Arts degree from 
American International College, 
a Master’s degree in Education 
from Westfield State College and 
has completed graduate courses 
in the areas of guidance, 
philosophy, psychology, 
curriculum development, and 
school administration. 

His educational experience 
includes fourteen years in the 
public schools teaching grades 
seven through twelve. He has 
also taught adult education and 
has been affiliated with the 
Massachusetts Development 
Skills Center as a guidance 
counselor for the National 
Alliance of Businessmen. 

A former high school and 
professional athlete, Mr. Ferrero 
has coached various teams in¬ 
cluding the Agawam freshmen 
basketball team.

TEACHER 

NEGOTIATIONS 

The Agawam Education 
Association representing the 
teachers in the Agawam Public 
School System and the Agawam 
School Committee recently 
negotiated a new two year con¬ 
tract to be effective September 1, 
1973. The new contract provides 
an incentive for the teacher to 
continue to go to school in order 
to keep up with new trends in his 
field. It also reflects the school 
committee’s desire to attract the 
best qualified teachers and to pay 
salaries that are in line with those 
in surrounding communities. All 
provisions of the contract will 
remain in force through August 
30, 1975, except for a wage re- 
opener in 1974. 


A Learning Disabilities 
workshop for elementary and 
secondary teachers was designed 
to acquaint the teachers with the 
latest techniques and theories in 
dealing with the learning 
disabled child in the classroom. 
Symptoms and indentification of 
the learning disabled child, as 
well as specific diagnostic and 
remedial techniques that might 
be used by the classroom 
teacher, were thoroughly 
discussed. Twenty-eight teachers 
attended this Federally funded 
workshop in the Fall of 1072. 
FIRST AID 

In the Spring of 1972, thirty 
teachers attended a ten week 
workshop in safety and first aid. 
The course was designed so that 
teachers could adequately deal 
with an emergency situation that 
might arise in the school. Such 
topics as water safety, con¬ 
vulsion, Epilepsy, poisoning and 
accidents (industrial, home and 
recreational) were discussed. 
Special emphasis was also given 
in the care and prevention of 
athletic injury. Those par¬ 
ticipating in the workshop 
received certificates from the 
American National Red Cross in 
first aid. All physical education 
teachers and coaches par¬ 
ticipated either in the spring 
workshop or will participate in 
the workshop that will be offered 
this fall. 

PROJECT PIONEER 

Approximately seventy 
teachers attended Project 
Pioneer workshops during the 
1972-1973 school year. The 
workshops were funded under 
Title III of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act with 
federal monies. Five school 
systems (Agawam, West 


Springfiuld, East Longmeadow, 
Springfield, and Westfield) are 
participating in the program 
which will update teachers and 
administrators in planning 
subject matter and teaching 
techniques. 

Plans for 1973-1974 include a 
comprehensive in-service 
training program which was 
initiated August 20 with teams of 
teachers and administrators 
from Agawam Junior High 
School, Granger Elementary, 
and James Clark Elementary, 
participating in a week-long 
workshop held at the new 
Agawam Junior High School. The 
workshop is designed to provide 
team members with improved 
problem solving and diagnostic 
skills with which they can assist 
their staffs in diagnosing school 
needs and developing a plan of 
action. The purpose of the 
comprehensive training program 
is to help schools improve 
organizational effectiveness and 
develop more individualized 
learning opportunities for 
students. 

Agawam schools have also 
received grants from Project 
Pioneer to support five teams of 
teachers who submitted 

proposals for developing 

classroom curriculum ideas and 
materials. Teams from Granger 
School, Robinson Park School, 
Agawam Middle School, 

Agawam High School, and James 
Clark School have been funded. 
Their curriculum projects iclude 
team teaching, manipulative 
math materials, multi media 
materials, learning games, in¬ 
terest centers, diagnosing in¬ 
dividual pupil progress, im¬ 
proving student attitudes and self 
concepts. 


Title I — Elementary and Secondary Education Act, total grant 
approved $63,000. 

This project provided special reading instruction and small group 
instruction for learning disabled children in elementary grades. The 
project also provided a Home School Counselor to work closely with 
parents and to increase the positive home-school relations. In ad¬ 
dition, children demonstrating dramatic learning disablement were 
provided with a complete diagnostic-prescriptive work-up by an area 
college Learning Center. In-service experiences were provided for the 
parents and Title I staff. 

An independent evaluation of reading tests indicates the children in 
the program showed significantly improved growth in reading, par¬ 
ticularly in light of the fact that these students were not demonstrating 
this level of growth prior to the project. The children served by this 
project (approximately 141) received worthwhile educational ex¬ 
periences that will help them better profit from future school ex¬ 
periences. 
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SUMMER 

ACTIVITIES 

During the early part of the 
summer vacation period, the 
Agawam School Committee and 
Administration initiated 
programs in science enrichment 
and remedial reading. 

The Science Enrichment 
Program was offered to selected 
students who would be entering 
grades 9 through 12 in September 
of 1973. The program took place 
at the Agawam High School from 
9:00 to 11:00 a.m. for fourteen 
days. Eighteen students were 
enrolled in the course and were 
given credit for their attendance. 
The course of study included the 
following: Environmental 
Pollution, Geology and 
Astronomy, and current topics in 
mathematics and physics. 

In conjunction with the 
program, field trips were 
scheduled to Western Mass. 
Electric Company and the North- 
field Mountain Power Project. 
The instructor for the course was 
Mr. Arthur Gage, physics 
teacher at the high school. 

Over 100 elementary students 
participated in the Summer 
Remedial Reading Program 
from June 22 through July 27, 
1973, at the new Agawam Junior 
High School. 

A variety of new learning 
experiences was employed by the 
teaching staff to facilitate the 
learning of reading skills, and to 
motivate and show the children 
the joys of reading. Some of the 
interest centers were listening 
laboratories, System 80, phonics 
games, puppets, filmstrips and 
video tape. The 3 teachers and 8 
aides worked diligently to 
provide suitable enrichment 
activities for each child. 

Special activities included a 
daily story telling hour by the 
Agawam Librarians, guest 
speakers, and field trips to the 
Feeding Hills Fire Station and 
Library. 


SCHOOL COSTS 


The school system has been 
faced with steadily rising costs. 
Indeed the last year has been a 
startling one. Particularly, the 
cost of utilities, fuel, and paper 
have risen sharply. 

Several measures have been 
taken to try to hold increases to a 
reasonable level. The school 
maintenance program has been 
specifically designed to minimize 
heating costs by refurbishing 
boilers and oil burners. More 
stringent controls on the use of 
electricity have been adopted. 
Purchasing has been done to 
reduce unit costs by buying in 
larger quantities less often. In 
addition, the school system has 
cooperated with the State Pur¬ 
chasing Agent in order to take 
advantage of State contracts 
wherever possible. Agawam is a 
participating member of the 
Pioneer Valley School Pur¬ 
chasing Cooperative along with 
six other neighboring towns. All 
these steps are helping to 
maintain control of costs, and at 
the same time, insure that the 
system is adequately supplied. 

The school system is currently 
operating with an 18 month 
budget as is the town. Therefore, 
it was necessary to estimate 
costs for a period further in 
advance than had been done in 
the past. This, plus the impact of 
the higher prices, has made it a 
very difficult period. However, 
expenses are being kept in line 
with the budget.

Children from families whose income is at or below those shown are 
eligible for meals free or at reduced prices. In addition, families not 
meeting this criteria but with other unusual expenses due to unsually 
high medical expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 per cent of income, 
special education expenses due to the mental or physical condition of a 
child, and disaster or casualty losses are urged to apply. 

They may do so by filling in the application forms sent home with a 
letter to parents. Additional copies are available at the principal’s 
office in each school. The information provided on the application will 
be confidential and will be used only for the purpose of determining 
eligibility. Applications may be submitted any time during the school 
year. In certain cases foster children are eligible for free or reduced 
price meals regardless of your family income. If you have such 
children living with you and wish to apply for such meals for them, 
please file a separate application for each child. 

Under the provision of the policy the Principal of each School will 
review all applications and determine eligibility. If a parent is 
dissatisfied with the ruling of the official, he may make a request 
either orally or in writing for a hearing to appeal the decision to 
Director of Business Services, School Dept. 

Hearing procedures are outlined in the policy and a complete copy of 
the policy is on file in the office of the superintendent of schools where 
it may be reviewed by any interested party. 

The policy also provides that there will be no identification and/or 
discrimination against any child because of his race, sex, color, 
national origin, or ineligibility to pay the full price of the meal. 


MAXIMUM EDUCATION (OPEN CAMPUS) 
SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 

The seniors at the Agawam High School will again have an op¬ 
portunity to take part in the Open Campus program during the 1973-74 
school year. The program has undergone several changes reflecting a 
philosophy that each student participating in the program must sign a 
contract indicating what educational alternative he will be pursuing. 
A failure on the part of a student to live up to the terms of the contract 
will result in his removal from the program. A recent survey of 
parents revealed satisfaction with the program. More additional 
faculty supervision is planned for the coming year. 

A copy of the full plan will be sent to parents of all seniors prior to 
the opening of school. Parents will also be notified by the high school 
Advisory Council of a special coffee hour at which time the program 
will be explained in full.

SCHOOL SECURITY 

During the' last several years 
Agawam along with other towns 
in the area has experienced an 
increasing amount of vandalism 
and theft in its public schools. 
Last year a loss of approximately 
$15,000 was reached. Together 
with the Agawam Police 
Department the school com¬ 
mittee has pursued a vigorous 
program attempting to control 
losses and to protect school 
buildings and grounds. The 
committee has a long standing 
policy of banning the use of mini 
bikes, motor cycles, horses, etc., 
on school grounds both to protect 
students and to protect the 
grounds from being made 
unusable. Except for Parks & 
Recreation activities, no after 
dark use of school grounds is 
allowed. No Trespassing signs 
are posted in each location and it 
is the intent of the committee 
through the cooperation of the 
Police Department to strictly 
enforce this policy. 

In 1972, the committee 
authorized the installation of a 
security system within each 
school. This system makes it 
possible to detect an attempted 
entry into the buildings. The 
system is closely coordinated 
with the police and has resulted 
in a decrease in losses of almost 
100%. The School System con¬ 
tinues to have problems with 
broken windows, some of which is 
normal due to routine playground 
activity. Other events are solely 
destructive in nature. Clearly it is 
to the advantage of the taxpayer 
and residents of the town to help 
control activities that can lead 
either to injury or loss. The 

school committee solicits the 
support of all townspeople in this 
endeavor.

RENOVATION 

The neighborhood school 
concept at the elementary level is 
important in our system. 
However, it does require major 
maintenance expenses from time 
to time particularly with our 
older schools. These jobs are 
normally accomplished during 
the summer period when schools 
are not in use. Renovation of 
Peirce School continued with a 
new roof, oil burner, and a new 
floor for the halls and cafetorium 
this year. 

Projects at other schools this 
past summer have included 
replacements of oil burner and 
boiler at the High School, ex¬ 
tensive roof repairs at Granger 
and Danahy, improvement of 
lighting, painting, and major 
cleaning operation at all schools. 
Much of this work is ac¬ 
complished by the school 
custodial staff supplemented by 
contract work for those jobs 
requiring skills and equipment 
not available in the school 
system. 

GROWING ENROLLMENT 
NEED FOR SPACE 

The school committee will 
continue to press for land from 
the Hampden County Training 
School site for future school 
needs in the Feeding Hills area. 

During the first half of 1973 a 
significant amount of building 
activity has occured in western 
Agawam which will have an 
effect on school enrollment.

NEW SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


For seven weeks during the 
summer, 61 Agawam students 
have been working for the Neigh¬ 
borhood Youth Corps, a federally 
funded program for disad¬ 
vantaged youth. The program 
has been administered through 
the Agawam School Department 
with Mr. Paul Cavallo, a 
guidance counselor at Agawam 
High School, supervisor and 
implementator of the program. 
Mr. David D’Antonio, a guidance 
counselor at the Agawam Middle 
School, and Mr. Ralph Zavarella, 
a science teacher at the Agawam 
High School have assisted Mr. 
Cavallo. 

Of the 61 youth, twenty-three 
are working for the school 
department as custodial 
assistants. Five girls are working 
in the town hall as clerical aides, 
and the remaining youths are

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License Fees Increased

If you plan to hunt out of state 
this fall expect to pay more for 
your licenses. New Hampshire 
has increased the fees right down 
the line. Non-resident fresh water 
fishing licenses have increased in 
price from $8.50 to $15; a fifteen 
day license now costs $7.50 as 
opposed to $5.50; and seven-day 
license that before cost $4.75 now 
costs $6.75. 

Non-resident hunting licenses 
have increased in price from $40 
to $45. 

Any non-resident wishing to 
buy a commercial fishing license 
must purchase it through the 
Fish and Game Department 
Director. The Commercial salt 
water non-resident fishing 
license cost $150. 

The cost of resident hunting 
licenses was last increased by 
one dollar in 1962. In 1966, the 
resident fishing license was again 
increased by one dollar, while 
hunting licenses increased by 
only fifty cents. Non-resident 
license costs have been increased 
three times during the same 
period.

All minors between 15 and 17 
years of age planning to obtain 
hunting licenses this fall should 
first take one of the Hunter Safety 
courses being offered by the 
DNR’s Division of Law En¬ 
forcement. 

The primary purpose of the 
course is to promote safety in 
handling firearms and since their 
inception in 1954 more than 53,000 
youngsters have been awarded 
certificates of competency. 
During, the past fiscal year 110 
courses were held in 75 locations 
and just under 3,000 youngsters 
qualified. 

Commissioner Brownell an¬ 
nounced that registration for the 
courses to be given during the fall 
and winter season is now being 
held, and those planning to obtain 



licenses may register for the 
course by writing the Division of 
Law Enforcement, Saltonstall 
Building, 100 Cambridge St., 
Boston, Mass. 02202.

The Agawam Advertiser recently conducted a brief sidewalk survey outside the 
Agawam Pharmacy to discover how citizens feel about the new town government and the 
tax rate increase. The majority of the people questioned liked the new Council-Manager 
plan although a few had mixed feelings about the new system and the tax rate. 

The questions asked of the passersby were as follows: 1) Do you have any opinions 
about the new town government?, 2) Do you feel that the Council has been cooperative 
with the Town Manager?, 3a) What is your opinion of the $2.65 tax rate increase?, and 3b) 
Did you know that the cost of installing the.kindergarten and the operational costs of the 
new Junior High School amount to $425,000 and equals the $2.65 tax rate hike? 

Everyone questioned thought the town government was working well. Mr. Jack Dalton 
of 140 Autumn St. said, “I think they’re beginning to get something done,” and Mr. Ar¬ 
nold Cone of 9 Rosie Lane replied, “I’ve liked the town since I’ve been here and the new 
government has been doing a good job keeping taxes down and keeping too many 
multiple dwellings from coming into the town.” 

Others were more reserved, however. Mr. Peter Longo of 236 Adams St. said, “It 
should work well once they get their feet off the ground and get organized.”

Muise of 70 Regency Park Dr. added, “I haven’t seen too much improvement but it 
seems to be working fine.” 

When asked whether the Council and Town Manager were being cooperative, Mr. 
Dalton said, “Half and half, they will cooperate more when they solve their power play.” 
And Michael Little of 89 Corey Colonial Apartments said, “From what I’ve heard around 
town things seem to be a little shaky. I used to like to attend the town meetings where one 
could see town government in action and where citizens could voice their opinions.” The 
others felt both branches were cooperating. 

The final question which was about the tax rate increase caused mixed feelings. Most, 
like Mr. Arthur Gage of 202 Regency Park Dr., said, “I’m usually against tax increases 
but seeing that it’s for education it’s a good idea.” Mrs. Margaret Dow of 1275 Suffield St. 
answered, “I’d like to see the tax rate lower, but I think it’s fair.” Michael Little, 
however, maintained, “I don’t like any tax rate increase. I’m sure if we searched a little 
harder we could find another way to pay for the schools other than with tax increases.” 

Although most are content with the town government there appears to be a little 
uneasiness regarding the increasing taxes.

Kenneth Barnes today an¬ 
nounced his candidacy for 
reelection as Councilman from 
Precinct 3. Mr. Barnes said after 
serving on the Town Council for 
one term: “I feel much has been 
done with our new government, 
but much more needs to be ac¬ 
complished to make progress for 
the future growth of Agawam. 

“The needs of the people of 
Agawam are becoming easily 
recognizable with each passing 
day. The largest need is an in¬ 
dustrial expansion of the tax 
base. In 1972 the valuation of the 
town increased by virtue of 
permits issued by $10,313,452. 
This figure breaks down into 
single homes — $3,632,352, 
businesses — $6,364,350 and 
miscellaneous residential — 
$316,750. On the surface, this is 
very attractive, but upon 
examination of the business 
portion we find this includes 
$5,972,800 for a large con¬ 
dominium project. In reality the 
town which has a tax base of 
approximately $159,000,000 has 
expanded our industrial base by 
only about $250,000 in new 
businesses which is equivalent to 
$1.60 per thousand on the tax 
rate. These figures point out the 
tremendous load that the 
homeowner of Agawam has to 
carry. Now is the time for the 
Town Council, the Town Manager 
and the Industrial & Develop¬ 
ment Commission to sit down and 
develop a course of action and 
methods to be used to correct this 
situation. The town has had at its 
disposal $30,000 since 1971 for this 
purpose. Now is the time to use it. 
I shall endeavor to have this 
action taken with the present 
Council. 

“Due to a recent tragedy, the 
safety problems of Rte. 57, which 
have existed for better than 10 
years, were brought to a head. 
Upon my recommendations a 
meeting was held between 
myself, State Senator Sisitsky, 
State Representative Connelly, 
the Town Manager, the Safety 
Officer and members of the State 
DPW. Due to this action we have 
acknowledgement that fencing 
and overheead lighting wiill be 
installed on Rte.
